COTTON SPECULATION AT 


NEW ORLEANS.

MAD 


In Their Frantic Efforts to Unload 
While Thousands Of Dollars Were 


Lost In the Deals. 


New Orleans, Feb. 
4—About 
the 
worst break in the history of cotton 
future tracing In New Orleans occurred 
today, when on vague war rumors the 
prices weie sent down until they were 
from 166 to 180 points lower than the 
close of yesteiday and May was $9 
a bale cheaper. 
At noon the market 


was quiet with pricfes tending upwar 
Soon after the noon hour a message 
from Chicago said cables had been 
received there telling of a 4eclaratloh 
of war between Japan and 
Russia. 


The values commenced to slide swift- 
ly downward and fln five minutes the 
ring was In a'panic. Traders and brok- 
ers who a few minutes before appeared 
to be the sanest and calmest of men 
suddenly became crazy in their efforts 
to sell either their own or their cus- 
tomers' cotton The general desire was 
to sell at any price. 
The combination 


pit and ring at the cotton exchange 
was an amphitheater of 
struggling, 
yelling humanity, wilH with anxiety 
their fears 
appeared to be all the 
greater because they were not exactly 
aware of wnat they were afraid of. 
Biokers labored wllaly excited In their 
attempts to dispose of their 
cotton. 


Hundreds of thousands of bales 
of 
cotton were thrown Into the ring and 
selleis exceeded buyers 10 to 1. 
The 
lower prices went the more frantic the 
nng became. 
The space in the center 


of the ring became filled with stools 
and chafirs, kicked there by brokers In 
their mad efforts to get 
nearer the 


center of the. pit so that they might 
stand a better chance of selling theii1 
contracts. 
This mad scene lasted until well on 


towards the close of the market when 
the ring finally had a sold out appear- 
ance. 
Spreaders of false 
alarms 
were 


heartily condemned after/ the market 
closed and it was found the war rum- 
ori were entirely unconfirmed. Hun- 
dieds of thousands of dollars are re- 
ported to have been lost today.

Press can announce with authority 
that Mrs. Florence Maybrlck is now 
in- a home in a distant part of Eng- 
land and unr'er the care of members 
of a religious sisterhood. 
She has 
not been released and she ia kept under 
surveilance, btit to all intents and 
purposes her life now, compared 
to 


her existence in Aylesbury prison is 
that of a free woman. 
She will re- 


main where she is until next July, when 
her punishment will be ended under 
a special license, and she will be al- 
lowed to go free subject to the usual 
conditions governing ticket of leave 
ponvicla. 


Unprecedented Action. 
The transfer of Mrs. Maybrtck from 
the penal prison to a quiet cpuntry 
home constitutes an almost unprece- 
dented action on the part of the au- 
thorities. 
It wag due to the media- 


tion of Adeline Marie, Duchess of Bed- 
ford, who as a visitor^ to 
Aylesbury 


prison for many years, has taken a 
keen personal interest In Mrs. May- 
brick and finally succeeded In obtain- 
ing a mitigation of. her punishment to 
the extent of being allowed to spend 
the last six months of her confinement 
outside the prison walls. 
The home 


office several months ago agreed to 
meet the request of the duchess al- 
though it imposed a pledge of isecrecy. 
Therefore, In order to permit her hair 
to grow out again, and for the recuper- 
ation of her health, Mrs. May brick was 
quietly transferred to the private In- 
stitution, where although she is still 
actually a convict under life sentence 
she lives In a freedom that belies her 
real status.

That means (3 per case and if 


•ou have a hundred cases, and that Is 
lot a. big stock, you can see where I 


ould land on that speculation. 
That 
en cents per dozen does not sound big 
;ut remember that if we can average 
cent a dozen profit on all the eggs 


we handle we are doing well.

l>en I keep out of a market of this 
dnd." 
But the slump that the dealers have 


:alked about has not come. 
The con- 


:rary has .been true. 
One cold wave 


Allows another. 
The stock Of stor- 


age eggs has been exhausted and the 
retailers are scrambling for fresh eggs. 
Some of the retailers, heeding the ex- 
planations of the shippers, have re- 
'used to buy as much as a case at a 
ime and have asked for half case lots. 
They wanted only enough at a time 
'or a day's supply. 
But they i.avo 


been getting their nerve and now be- 
ieve the cold weather will hang on for 
some time. 
Yesterday instead of ask- 


ng for half cose lots some of them 
were trying to buy In three to flvp 
case lots. 
There were none to be 
iad. 
One dealer said that he could 
lave sold fifty cases yesterday if he 
had had them in stock. 
The market 


was practically bare. 


The commission men say that the 


ndications are that the potato market 
will ba, absolutely baie in a few days 
f the weather does not moderate. The 
men who have the big stocks cannot 
ship them because of the weather. The 
commission men estimate that Deca- 
tur consumes from 1200 to 1800 bushels 
of potatoes In a week and one of them 
said yesterday that he believed that 
inere was not more than a big car 
load (800 bushels) all told, in the city 
at the present time.

"Enormous profits are being made 
by some one between the producer of 
beef and the consumer," declared Sec- 
retary of Agriculture James Wilson. 
Having made this assertion, the sec- 
retary proceeded to demonstrate that 
this "someone" is the beef trust. 
"Either the farmer is getting too lit- 
tle for his beef or the consumer is 
paying too much," continued Secretary 
Wilson. "The packers are the retail- 
ers and through their hired men or 
agents, are getting enormous profits. 
Pat cattle are not so dear as they 
were a few years ago, and there are 
good reasons why they should not be. 
Yet the retail price of beef is about 
the same as when cattle on the hoof 
were selling at fancy 
figures. Beef 


should be 20 per cent cheaper to the 
consumer than it is now."

/ The raw materials of manufacture 
In making pig iron 'consist of iron ore, 
coke, and limestone, in the proportions 
of two pounds of ore to one pound of 
coke and one-third of a pound of 
limestone. In .the manufacture of th« 
steel from which rails are rolled, there 
are two fundamental-processes; first, 
the reduction of the ore in'the blast 
furnace; and then the conversion of 
the molten Iron into steel In the con- 
verter.

Martin Zemamio of Assumption Hang* 


Himself In His Own 


Home, 


HE TRIED DYNAMITE BEFORE 


And Managed to Blind Himself and 


Blow Off Ah Arm. 


Assumption, Feb. 3 — Special to the 


Herald^ — Blind In one eye and with 
only one arm left as the result of a 


former attempt to commit suicide Mar- 
tin Zemamio this afternoon succeed- 
ed in hanging himself. 
The deed was 


committed at hls'pwn home while his 
two little children aged four and six 
years of age, wete playing about the 
house, and while his wife was absent 
on an errand up1 town. 
Zemamio 


was a, coal riilher and was about forty- 
years of age. 
He had lived here for- 


the past five or six years 


Used Dynamite. 
About two months ago he made a 


desperate attempt to end Ms lite but 
succeeded only in maiming himself. 
At that time he took a slick of flyna- 
mite and placed it In his mouth With 
the evident Intention of blawing his 
head off, 
Just before the explosion 


tcok place he evidently l'6st his, nerve 
and plucked the deadly explosive from 
his mouth with his left hand 
Just 
f* he did so the explosion took place 
and the iesuflt was that his arm was 
torn away to the elbow and the sight 
of the left eye was destroyed. 
He had 
not entirely recovered from the effects 
of that a*wful experience wjien he niade 
the second and successful attempt to- 
day. 


Locked Himself In. 
This afternoon his wife went 
up 


town on an errand and shortly after 
she departed he began making prepar- 
ations foi his own destruction. 
The 


little children were locked from the 
room, but they continued to play about 
the house 
Zemamio procured a. rope 
and managed to pass on« end over a 
rafter and with his right hand tied a 
firm kndt. 
Then he made a noose and 
slipped th)s over his head, carefully 
measuring the rope so that his feet 
would not touch the floor. 


Slow Strangulation. 


When these preparations, had been 


completed be kicked from 
beneath 


him the chair pn which he had been 
standing and died of slow strangula- 
tion 
When his wiife returned she 


found the door, of the room, locked and 
was told1 by the little children that 
their father had driven them from it 
soon after she left 
The woman at 


once suspected triat her husband had 
again made an attempt on his life and 
forced the door, only to be greeted 
by the sight of the swaying corpse, 
still warm, but with the last spark of 
life extinct. 
The discovery was made 


about 5 o'clock 
Neighbors 
were 


called and the body cut down and the 
coroner notlflied. 


Sober and Industrious. 


Zemamio was A coal miner and had 


lived in Assumption for six or seven 
years, being employed in the mine dur- 
ing that time 
He was a sober and 


industrious man and was not gilven 
to drink and his acquaintances are un- 
able to ascribe a plausible reas'on for 
his self destruction. 
He had been 


heard to say a number of times that 
he had a lot of tiouble but whatever 
It waa he kept It to himself. 
Before 


coming to America, Zemamio followed 


the trade of a stone mason and was 
said to be an exceptionally fine work- 
man.

Mrs. Baldwin originally 
wandered 


aiound the country in a wagon She 
had a husband and also had a married 
daughter who lives in th,e 
southern 


part of the state. For many y*-ars past 
she hus stayed around Decatcr. She 
was as degraded and disreputable as 
it was iiospibie for a woman to become. 
T««>nty or thirty times she lias been 
enrolled a? an inmate at Ine poor 
farm. 
She would stay in the place 


until warm weather and then wouM 
stny around the* river bottoms during 
thoNsumnvr and •nuuld go back to the 
poor farm when the weather became 
too cold to live out,of doors. ' 
Time and again she has been arrest- 


ed by the police and during her life 
time was guilty of almost every mis- 
demeanor 
possible 
to be charged 
agalntt a woman. 
Her mlseiable life was such that 


she finally b^oke in health and grad- 
ually went down until she was a phy- 
sical Mill mental wreck of the most 
horrible k'nd. She suffered 
greatly 


from disease during the 
past 
year 
and became so disgusting in appear- 
ance and condition that it was neces- 
sary to keep her apart from even the 
other unfortunates at the poor farm. 


A death of the most frightful na- 
ture imaginable was the ending and 
the corpse was burled in the cemetery 
at the back of the poor house.

TO REMOVE THE DAMS. 


Government Requested to Remove Two 
Illinois River Obstruction*. 
From congress 
comes an echo of 


the recent victory won in the circuit 
court of Fulton county by Prank Quinn 
of this city and B. M. Chtperfleld of 
Canton, and w,hich affects the owners 
oi bottom lands 
along 
the entire 


course of the Illinois river. 


When the initiative was taken by 


Judge Curran of Pekin and the test 
suits to recover compensation for dam- 
ages from the Chicago drainage trus- 
tees the sand damages alleged to have 
been caused by a rise of the river ow- 
ing to the opening 
of 
the canal, 
Messrs. Quinn and Chlperfleld were re- 
tained by the canal trustees to defend. 
The first trial went against he plain- 
tiffs, it being contended that the rise 
of water wasi due to an unusually wet 
season and not to the canal. Now Con- 
gressman Roiney, representing one-of 
the Chicago districts, has introduced 
a bill intended to preclude the possi- 
bility of further damage 
suits from 


holders' of bottom land along the Illi- 
nois river. The bill provides for the 
aboltttlon of the La Grange and Kamps- 
vllle dams constructed in the river and 
maintained by the United States gov- 
einment. 


Damage suits have been brought or 


threatened against the sanitary dis- 
trict by persons who alleged that the 
emptying of the drainage canal into 
the Illinois river has raised the river 
and flooded their lands. It la believed 
tjiat the removal of the government 
dams will lower the river to a degree 
sufficient to stop the overflows and 
still keep the river navigable. 


Fortune- in Unanswered Letter. 
The recent death of Lord Rawton, 
Disraeli's secretary and the executor of 
his estate, brought to light the follow- 
ing explanation of how Mrs. Brydges 
Willyams came to leave her fortune 
to Lord Beaconsfleld: "Dizzy received

of the state of HMn,ols will demonstrate 
to their brethren throughout the coun- 
try that a successful national organ- 
ization ia not on impossibility, 
For your information, 
there 
are 


nearly 92,000 railway *mplOyes\In the 
slate of Illinois. 
Under past condi- 


tions of what benefit has that number 
of ballots been to them, and what are 
they worth' 
Without organization 


they are only worth what your law- 
makers may. choose to give you of 
what is left.

THE LAWS OF IMMIGRATION 


Only One Stop Has Been Taken IN 


The Regulation of An Important 
Matter. 


During the administration of Presi- 


dent Harrison we secured the passage 
of the first law to regulate dmlgra- 
ton. It went no further than to make 
provision for the exclusion of the dis- 
eased, the criminal, and the pauper 
classes; but It,was a first and most 
Important step, which we owe largely 
to the effort and management of Sen- 
ator Chandler of New Hampshire. At 
about the same period we also passed 
what has known as the Contract La- 
bor Law. This was aimed at the great 
abuse which then existed of bringing 
to this country large bodies of cheap 
laborers to perform work under a, con- 
tract made abroad and then to be re- 
turned to their native country. Npth-. 
ing of course, could have been wor*e for 
the United States economically than 
such methods of importing labor. The 
Contract Labor Law put a stop to 
this practice of introducing large bod- 
ies of cheap temporary labor In its 
most exaggerated form; but it ha* 
never been thoroughly carried out, and 
has often been enforced In an absurd 
manner and so as to bring ridicule and 
oposition without attaining any good 
result. Nevertheless, on the whole It 
has been very valuable, for it ho* stop- 
ped the bringing In of a great moss 
of the most undesirable kind of Im- 
wholesale methods. The Contract La- 
bor Law has probably not hod much 
restrictive effect on the actual num- 
bers of person? of this class, but 
they at least have not come to us in 
the thoroughly 
objectionable 
way 


which wa* In practice before this law- 
was placed ijpon the statute books. 
Those, however, who were Interested 


in the subject hove seen clearly from 
the beginning that neither the Chan- 
dler law nor the law affecting contract 
labor really reached the objectionable 
immigration in any genuine restrictive 
sense, and the effort to obtain suitably 
restrictive immigration laws then be- 
gun has been continued ever since. 
The most obvious was a heavy head- 
tax of some such sum as fifty dollars. 
That this would have been restrictive 
was unquestioned, but It was indis- 
criminate, It would have excluded the 
desirable as1 well as the objectionable 
immigrant, and it aroused naturally a. 
great deal of opposition. It was nev- 
er seriously attempted. 
Another plan was to require from 
the immigrant a 
consular certificate 


from our consuls In the country of or- 
igin, such certificates to be Issued only 
to suitable persons. This method ap- 
pealed to the people generally as a 
very desirable one, and the commit- 
tees of the House and the Senate gave 
It much attention. I think that it woe 
embodied In at least one bill. Inquiry, 
however, developed the fact that it wa* 
not only Impracticable, but that some 
foreign countries would not permit 
such an assumption of authority by 
our consuls, and it was found also that 
the effect of it would be to prevent 
the coming of young men of military 
age, 
and thus discriminate In favor 


of older and less desirable immigrants. 


The third plan, that which was ulti- 


mately adopted, and which has been 
pressed year after year in many bills, 
was the one known as the educational 
test, finally reduced to requiring all 
Immigrants of a certain age to read 
the constitution In some language. The 
effects of the 
educational test were 


carefully examined by congress and 
were thoroughly discussed In many 
speeches In the fenate. It was shown 
that this test would exclude virtually 
no Immigration 
from Scandinavia, 


Finland or Germany, not more than 
three per cent, from France anil Great 
Britain and less than ten per cent, 
from Ireland,-but that it would shut 
cut from forty to fifty per cent of 
the Italian and Russian Immigrants, 
and as large or even a, larger percen- 
tage of the Immigrant* from Eastern 
Europe. It was also shown that the 
Illiterate 
immigrant* 
congregated 


chiefly In the'slum* of our great cities, 
proof positive that the test on the 
whole reached the w>r*t class. The ob- 
jection always made that some objec- 
tionable immigrant* could both read 
and write, and that 
some desirable 
Immigrant* could do neither, Is, of 
course, idle. No restrictive legislation 
can shut out only the objectionable 
and admit only the desirable, but the 
educational test make* as few mistakes 
In. that way as uny law which could 
be devised.—Century.
